.JICTORIA HAS EXTENDED TO 
His Excellency the Governor 
General the welcome it tradition- 
ally accords the sovereign’s repre- 
sentative in Canada. Yet there has 
been something more to the occa- 
sion than to any reception given 
to his predecessors. 

For Victoria also welcomes & 
distinguished Canadian whose serv- 
ices to other Canadians have wor 
him respect beyond that due to 
persons occupying his present of- 
fice 

The Rt. Hon. Vincent Massey is 
no stranger to Victorians. They 
remember his previous visit as 
chairman of the Royal Commission 
on national development in the 
arts, letters and sciences—a task 
of tremendous scope in which he 
and his associates traveled 10,000 
miles, held 224 meetings, 114 of 
them in public sessions, and heard 
462 briefs in the presentation of 
which 1,200 witnesses offered sub- 
missions. 

From those inquiries has come 
the Massey Report, a best-seller in 
this country, conveying récommen- 
dations for advancement in the sub- 
jects with which it concerned itself 
and already effective in winning 
federal assistance for Canadian 
universities 

Significant as has been that con- 
tribution to Canadian life, it is 
by no means an isolated claim to 
Canadians’ gratitude and affection 

Following earlier successes in 
business and public service, Mr 
Massey accepted appointment to 


the post of Canadian High Com- 
missioner in London in 1935, serv- 
ing this country well and declining 
to leave his duties there during 
the heaviest bombing raids of the 
war 

There was, among Victoria ex- 
servicemen he met today, a sin- 
cere appreciation for the hospital- 
ity he and the late Mrs. Massey 
extended to them in the grim days 
of battle. 

It is characteristic that the man 
who set down his views “On Being 
Canadian” in 1948—a work show- 
ing his deep study of this land, its 
hopes and aspirations—should have 
announced his intention of meet- 
ing as many Canadians as possible, 
not only in the well-settled areas 
of Canada but in outposts of the 
Arctic and .on the cold shores of 
Labrador 

Mr. Massey’s present visit to 
Victoria is short and crowded. Dur- 
ing it he is becoming acquainted 
with more of the people of the 
Pacific Coast.. He has. officiated, 
appropriately, at the formal open- 
ing of the Arts Centre. He has 
inspected Boy Scouts and Girl 
Guides, in whom he has a sincere 
interest. And he has perfermed 
other duties of his office 

Duriftg his brief stay, this com- 
munity takes the opportunity to 
thank him for his past_ services, 
hopes that he has recovered fully 
from the  indisposition which 
marred his prairie sojourn, and 
wishes him well in the execution 
of his onerous new duties. 


Mr. Gardiner’s Canned Pork 


iE CANADIAN GOVERN- 

ment’s attempt to rig the meat 
market (with the full support of 
the Conservative party and the 
C.C.F.) now reels towards its ulti- 
mate absurdity 

Since the beginning of this 
year, The Financial Post reports, 
the government has bought up 56 
million pounds of Canadian pork, 
to maintain high pork prices, and 
has sold only 17 million pounds. In 
the same period, through a compli- 
cated three-way deal with New 
Zealand, Britain and the United 
States, Canada has taken delivery 
of 63 million pounds of New Zea- 
land beef in the. United States, in- 
tending to sell it there in place of 
our prohibited Canadian beef. So 
far only three million pounds of 
the New Zealand beef, bought by 
Canaga, has been sold to the Amer- 
icans 

Thus the Canadian Government 
has 100 million pounds of meat on 
its hands and is currently selling 
less than it is buying from the 
farmers. Who pays for all this? 
Nobody but the Canadian taxpayer, 
through taxes, and the Canadian 
consumer through high meat 
prices 

It is reckoned that so far the 
government has taken a loss of $25 
millions on its price-suppoyt policy. 
All that comes out of the taxpayer’s 
purse. And in addition he is paying 
higher meat prices than he should 
have to pay. 

At the moment, Mr. Gardiner, 


the architect \of this policy, is try- 
ing to unload his vast accumula- 
tion of canned pork at bargain 
prices. This is good meat and rela- 
tively cheap. The housewife will be 
wise to buy it, remembering that, as 
a taxpayer, she must pay the full 
cost of the finished product even 
if it is marked down in the stores. 

“Actually,”.as The Post says, 
“if our markets were pefmitted to 
function normally, our fantastic 
meat surplus problem would be 
readily solved. Our population, by 
eating only a little more than half 
a pound more per .person per 
month, would easily consume it 
And we would do so if the price 
were lower.” 

It is held up by the government, 
at the cost of the consumer and 
taxpayer, to satisfy the farmers. No 
one who understands the import- 
ance of agriculture in the Canadian 
economy wishes to see it depressed 
The farmer’s prosperity is essential 
to the prosperity of everyone in the 
nation. But in the end the farmer 
will profit more by taking a smajl 
cut in meat prices and eliminating 
the surplus than by maintaining 
an artificial price which the tax- 
payers and consumers will not con- 
tinue to pay indefinitely 

An industry whith lives on a 
state subsidy—for that is what it 
amounts to—is always at the mercy 
of sudden change in government 
policy, and the present policy is be- 
coming too ridiculous, and costly 
and unmanageable to last much 
longer 


It Might Work Wonders 


R. W. G. WILSON, IN ONE OF 

his customarily witty and pro- 
vocative addresses to the Kiwanis 
club. here Tuesday, had some 
trenchant observations to make 
about driving in Victoria. On a 
recent trip to Honolulu, Dr, Wilson 
was impressed with the courtesy of 
Hawaiian drivers. He thinks their 
performance compares . favorably 
with those of a dozen other North 
American cities in which he has 
driven; he also thinks Victorians 
rank “very near the bottom.”
